The senate Judiciary committee finally got 
around to giving President Truman the bad 
news. It killed his two nominations for federal 
Judgeships In Bllnots, on the grounds the 
choices were personally obnoxious to Senator 
Douglas of that state. 

The committee had allowed this thing to 
bong fire for several wceka In hope Mr. Tru- 
man ondDouslu would settle their quarrel. 
Sinoa neither would yield, the senate group 
Boted, at e^tpeeted, In support of Its colleague. 

The President could hardly have anticipated 
ft different outcome. Senate custom gives sen- 
atoii the predominant volqe in the selection 
of-federal- judgea within their own territory. 
It was a foolhardy iaon for him to .permit 
personal pique at Douglas to dictate this 
challenge to esUCbllahed tradition.

While 
Ur. Bntnnan eraphaalt^a that he already has canned 
out many objectives ot the bill, be opposea moit of 
the recommendatlona. That was what brought htm be- 
fore the senata committee. Brannan beads one of 
the two most axtraragant departments of tbe gov- 
ernment; 

Whether tha agricultural department needs all tha 
reorganisation which has been recommended is a 
matter for othera to determine. But tbe department 
does Heed a new aecretaijwjne wbo talks and thinks 
wfCh the farmers.
